field which practically broke the back 
bone of the rebellion. 


The survivors in the north are en- 
thusiastically in favor of the plan, and 
ludging from the reports received from 
Vir^nia. the southern troops will not bo 
backward in joining the movement.

General Sickle's house, on Fifth avenue, 
New York, which was attended by all 
the members of the New York state 
Gettysburg commission and by many 
northern generals. 


The program for the services on the 
Gettysburg battlefield were practically 
outlined. It was decided to have Bishop 
Henry C. Potter to deliver the address 
of welcome to the southern troops. 
George Ticknor Curtis was selected as 
the orator of the day, and George Par- 
sans Lathrop was chosen to write the 
poem. The occasion will be memorable 
n the history of the United States.

THE Kansas Legislature offered a 
bounty of two cents a pound on all 
sugar made from sorpfhum, beets, or 
other sugar-yielding crops grown in 
the State, and Congress made an ap 
|)ropriation to encourage experiments 
IN the diffusioii process. 
Stimulated 
by these offers, the Parkinson mill at 
Fort Scott secured a supply of cane 
from the farmers in the vicinity by 
contracting for it in the spring. 
In its 
operations in the fall it consumed 
3,840 tons of cane, grown on 450 acres 
of land. 
The product was 235,826' 
pounds of sugar, worth FYI cents 
pound—$13,55'J; 51,000 gallons syrup 
worth 20 cents a gallon—$10,200; 467 
tons seed, estimated .it $7,000, to which 
is to be added the I.itate bounty of 
cents a pound on the sugar—$4,716— 
making the whole receipts $34,47(5 
The expenses were: Three thousand 
eight hundred and forty tons of cane, 
at $2 aton, $7,8G0; 9(;7 tons of seed 
at $2 a ton, $1,934; labor, fuel, sala- 
ries, insurance and incidentals, $12,132: 
total, $21,746. 
This leaves a net profit 
of $13,299. 
The State law giving 
bounty required that tbe sugar should 
contain 90 per cent, of crystallized 
sugar; the quality of the article made 
at the mills was 93 per cent. 
This is 
a good season's work, certainly. 
De- 
ducting the bounty of two cents a 
pound, leaves a net profit of $8,506, 
which is 25 per cent, on the invest- 
ment.

PRIESTLY DUTY, 


Converting a savage is as hard as 
taming a rhinoceros, which, it is said, 
will die of a broken heart before it will 
abate its natural ferocity. 
The second 
nature of an Indian is hate of the white 
man, and this Inborn dislike must be 
subdued to a respect for a white teacher 
before 
any 
good 
impression 
will 
take hold. 
To see a savage, there- 
fore, at the feet of a Christian mis- 
sionary learning the divine prerepts is 
an exhibition of wonderful will power 
of the former over the latter. 
An in- 
stance of the kind is the mission service 
of Bev. L. N. St. Onge, P. P., who, 
through very trying exposure daring 
ten years of hard missionary life in the 
Rocky mountain region, pursued his 
noble calling. 
Of this he writes that 
he encountered a worse enemy thaii the 
savage (developed from his mode of 
life) and taking hold of him 
with 
the tenacity of death itself. 
With 
this enemy he struggled very hard, 
which, like the Indian's prejudice, 
he 
had to grapple because it was violent, 
and, like his own will power over the 
savage- that which he employed to con- 
quer and subdue—was in its nature as 
overpowering as the iniiuence he exert- 
ed on the savage mind. 
It penetrated 
with magical elfeots and made its per- 
manent result. 
Let him explain. 
In 
1882 he wrote from Gic-ns Falls, N. Y., 
stating: "I am kept in bed by rheuma- 
tism and am a cripple trying the virtues

great remedy.

and

Cand}' Crimped I<Ike £.inen. 


"How are those candy ribbons made?" 
asked a reporter of a confectioner re- 
cently. 


".inst the same way that your laundry 
woman crimps laces and flounces for your 
wife." was the reply. 


The reporter, who is a bachelor, 
not at all enlightened by this explanation. 


'I will explain," continued the confec- 
tioner. 
'-We have a machine that does 
all this work. 
It consists of two flat 
wheels iibout three inches wide and two 
cog wlieels. 
These wheels revolve by 
turning a crank. 
After the candy i3 
made it is drawn through the two flat 
wheels and is then passed in a long 
straight strip to the cog wheels and passed 
between them. 
These wheels crimp the 
candy. A knife is attached to the crimper 
that cuts the candy in uniform lengths. 
The wheels can be adjusted so as to have 
the ribbon any thickness. 
The old fash- 
ioned way used to require a great deal of 
hand work; now the candy is not touched 
by the hands."—New York Mail and Ex- 
press.

A Clmq» Market BuUdtagw 


A community of about twenty-fiv« 
thousand people—situated on the island 
of Guernsey—desired a market-house. 
They had plenty of material to build 
i with, and willing hands to do the work, 
but no monoy. 
Instead of borrowing, 
the Mayor and Council met and pro- 
posed the issuing o< £1 notes ($6) for 
the purposa 
Those notes were made 
a legal tender for rent of stalls when 
the market should be completed. 
The 
credit of the community being good 
for that pledge, the work was com- 
menced. 
The people accepted those 
notes in trade 
the same as othei 
money. A market-house costing $10,000 
was thus buili 
It contained eighty 
stalls, and a hall for meetings and 
lectures. 
The stalls were each rented 
for $50 per annum and the rent paid in 
the £1 notes. 
In ten years all these 
notes were taken up and destroyed. 
But the market remains, a standing 
proof of the power of money of even 
a partial legal tender. 
In other words, 
a substantial realty was created out of 
a symbol—for it is clear that the market 
building cost the community not a 
single penny. 
The rents still continue 
a source of income to the people.—The 
Araonaut

Tux Kansas Legislature offered a 


bounty of two cents a ponnd on aH 
sugar made from sorghum, beets, or 
other sugar-yielding crops grown, in 
the State, and Congress made an ap- 
propriation to encourage experiment* 
in the diffusion process. Stimulated 
by these offers, the Farkinaoa mill at 
Fort Scott secured a supply of cane 
from the farmers in the vicinity by 
contracting for it in the spring. In its 
operations in the fall it consumed 
3,840 tens of cane, grown on 488 acres 
of land. 
The product was 235,826 


pounds of sugar, worth Gt cents 
ponnd—$13,559; 51,000 gallons syrup, 
worth 20 cents a gallon—$10,200; 467 
tons seed, estimated i»t $7,000, to which 
is to be added the State bounty of 2 
cents a pound on the sugar—$4,716— 
making the whole raceipta 434,476. 
The expenses ware: Three thousand 
eight hundred and forty tons of cane, 
at $2 a ton, $7,800; 987 tons of seed 
at $2 a ton, $1,931; labor, fuel, sala- 
ries, insurance and incidentals, $12,132: 
total, $21,746. This leaves a net profit 
of $13,299. The State law giving a 
bounty required that the sugar should 
contain 90 per cent, of crystallized 
sugar; the quality of the article made 
at the mills was 93 per cent. This is 
a good season's work, certainly. De. 
ducting the bounty of two cents a 
pound, leaves a net proBt of $8,506. 
which is 25 per cent, on the invest- 
ment.
